A drug store holdup in East Liverpool last Dec 
27 may be the Indirect means of prompting action 
by the Ohio legislature to aid police in the war 
against Ira rid it is. for Chief of Police Hugh J. Mc­ 
Dermott has appealed for enactment of a law to 
make it a felony to manufacture, sell or possess a 
magazine gun which has become a common weapon 
in the hands of criminals. 
Blate Senator Marl R. Lewis of St. Clairsville 
and State Representative Ilia Marshall Cronin of 
Columbiana county have been urged to Introduce a 
bill at the present session of the assembly to put 
teeth in the law banning the carrying of concealed 
weapons, as well provide other safeguards against 
raids by bandits who not Infrequently kill inno 
cent bystanders either In the actual holdup or flight. 
As McDermott has pointed out, magazine guns, 
which were used lo the East Liverpool drug store 
holdup, are weapons for bandits, while police, owing 
to the menace to the lives of citizens, are not per­ 
mitted to carry them. The magazine gun which 
sprays IHI) shots a minute is often termed a sub ma­ 
chine gun. 
And furthermore, the shots are said 
to penetrate a kteel vest, which, presumably, is a 
protection for a policeman in a bandit chase. 
Police officials believe that a penalty of five to 
15 years' imprisonment for violation of the proposed 
law prohibiting the manufacture, sale and possession 
ut a weapon which exacts many lives would go a 
long way toward halting the rapidly increasing num­ 
ber of holdups in Ohio. 
lf so, the measure should 
he placed on the statute books.

Good Intentions 
In the middle of last week's senatorial fireworks 
there occurred a minor tragedy of good Intentions 
gone astray through the fault of bad timing. Senator 
James K. Watson, leader of the Republican aide, had 
prepared with great care a speech and resolution on 
the subject of progressive reduction of armaments. 
It was to be a magnificent gesture of his closing 
days in legislative service. But the public never saw 
it. There were too many other things to watch. 
Advance copies of the speech in which the senator 
gave his idea to the world had been sent far and 
wide. They were marked for release after 7 p. in. 
Tuesday, Jan. 17th. Obviously, It never had occurred 
to Mr. Watson that he would be unable to get the 
floor long enough to make one tiny speech. His posi­ 
tion as majority leader, his personal popularity, the 
Importance of his subject these things* were bis 
guarantees. 
But Tuesday came and went. It was the day that 
the senate was busy passing the Philippine independ­ 
ence bill over President Hoovers veto. There scarce­ 
ly was time enough to permit certain worried senar 
tors to explain their votes. As far as can be discover­ 
ed in the Congressional Record, Mr. Watson did not 
even ask for the floor. He knows the ropes too well 
to get tangled in them. 
The next day, however, he finally obtained a hear­ 
ing after explaining that the speech had been releas­ 
ed for publication Tuesday night. ConchMlng It, ha 
stated a resolution containing a summary of its con­ 
tents. Briefly, he recommends that the United States 
sponsor an international agreement to reduce arma­ 
ments 5 per cent each year for the next IO years. 
Under slightly different circumstances, this would 
have been the front page news of the day. It has st 
least as much value as any one of a half dozen form­ 
er proposals. But it hit the nation at a bad moment. 
There has been no more obvious example In recent 
times of the value of publicity in politics.

Detail of the New Deal 
President-elect Roosevelt has not fumbled the pub­ 
lic power control detail of his new deal. 
He took 
charge of it personally. 
The nation hoard only one 
voice-his own. 
The result is that his countrymen 
arc convinced more firmly than ever of his purposes. 
Unfortunately, other parts of the new deal program 
outlined in his campaign have not stood up so well. 
Perhaps a minor episode of his trip of Inspection 
to Muscle Shoals over the weekend reveals more 
about probable policy on the power problem than any 
summary of the official record could reveal. 
It con­ 
cerns Mr. Roosevelt's attitude toward Senator Nor 
ria, good fighter, who is the conspicuous champion of 
public operation of the huge Muscle Shoals plant. 
An eye witness, writing in the New York Times, 
makes this description: 
"On the arrival of the Roosevelt party at the power 
plant, Senator Norris, who had been riding in an 
automobile behind that carrying Mr. Roosevelt, was 
sent for by the presidi •'-elect so that they might be 
photographed together. 
" This should be a happy day for you, George,' Mr.
